Tne sixteen thousand 
laborers did 
not lay 
down their im 
piements of toil to sy mpathize with 
the criminals, and other canards of 
the sort that have kept the people here in 
a fever of excitement for many day s were 
shown to have no foundation in fact. 
None of the prisoners slept the fore part 
of the night, and Parsons was especially 
restless. 
The 
others 
were 
some 
what restless but did not manifest it as 
did the Anarchist from Texas. 
They all 
seemed to partake of the usual breakfast 
and succeeded 
in appearing 
calmer 
whether or not they felt it. 
A little after 
eleven o’clock the four Anarchist pris 
oners, August Spies, Albert R. Parsons, 
Adolph Fischer and George Engle, were 
taken 
fiom their cells into a 
large 
room, known as the libraiy , where *the 
death warrants were read to each. 
They 
listened to the foimal document just as 
though it were simply an order which 
they had heard every day in regular bus­ 
iness transactions. 
Tims indicating that 
they had all determined to maintain that 
stoical nerve which seems to have been 
their pride from the first. 
After the 
death warrants were read they were all 
taken to the gallows, anil they marched 
in with u firm step. 
Officer» resolved 
to dispense with the usual formalties 
usually gone through with on the9caffold; 
the sheriff seeming to finish up the sad 
work as soon as possible. 
Therefore 
what was to be done was done quickly 
and the four Anarchists were launched 
into eternity without any formalities. 
People throughout the city feel a decided 
relief from a certain anxiety ; they knew 
not exactly what; but there is a great re­ 
lief felt throughout the community now 
that it is all over.

THE LAST OF EARTH—A TERRIBLE 
NIGHT. 


Chicago, 3:30 p. in., Nov. 11. 
During the early part of ihe evening 
last night none of the condemned men 
slept well; all were more or less uneasy 
until on towards midnight. 
Spies was 
very restless up to that hour; twisting 
about with ey es wide open. 
After that, 
for a while all was silence. 
Parsons was 
especially nervous but made a desperate 
effort to keep up. 
At midnight he was 
still awake and moved to tho uttermost 
feeling, gave vent to his feelings by 
singing in a 
loud 
voice, 
the 
well 
known Scotch ballad, “Annie Lourie.” 
All the prisoners were awakened or 
at least raised their heads to the pa­ 
thetic ditty . 
During the balance of the 
night, the Death Watch roport that Pnr- 
sons, Engel and Fisher slept well and the 
chief conspirator, Spies, could noi really 
sleep much until about two o’clock. The 
jail guard speak in praise of his nerve all 
through. 
The Rev. Bolton came this 
morning again to administer spiritual 
aid and consolation but the Anarch­ 
ists 
refused his 
pray ers 
and assis­ 
tance. They all, however, treated him 
courteously . 
During the .terrible hours 
in the morning before the execution Par­ 
sons appeared to exhibit the most bra- 
vodo; and it was thought on account 
of 
his having less pluck than the others. 
When ready to rnprch to the sea Hold and ' 
death all except Parsons took the stimu­ 
lants that were offered. 
After the 
war­ 
rants wero iead their hands were tied 
preparatoiy to marching in solemn pro* 
cession to death. 
Before starting the 
sheriff shakes hands with each, and Spies 
say s good by . 
Hero it was noticed that 
Parsons gave a shudder which indicated 
that ho was giving away . 
All the others 
appeared to be composed. 
Then the 
procession marched to the place of exe 
cution unasisted. 
There was not the 
usual seremony . 
When at the scaffold 
an of f icer 
came up and adj ust ed the blind­ 
f olding caps over each of their f aces and 
t his moment Spies .breaks t he prof ound 
and t errible silence wit h t he remark: 
“My silence is more t errible t han any­ 
t hing I can say."

The facts as 
far as I kuow are as follows: We tran­ 
sacted business much as was stated by 
the “Star” and the shortage of books was 
explained to the people before they paid 
their money . 
They examined the books 
first according to agreement and there­ 
fore knew what they were pay ing for. 
We made a satisfactory deposit for this 
shortage which was all we could do. As 
to A. 8. Maxwell & Co. I know nothing 
of my brother’s or Mr. Darling’s (my 
brothei’s partner) transactions with them. 
I never saw Mr. Darling and know noth­ 
ing of him. 
As to leaving an unpaid 
board bill I will say that when I left the 
town I, my self, handed the landlord tho 
amount due him to date. 
I left before 
the others, and as to their account after 
that I know nothing. This much I wish 
to say , the paragraph itself which the 
Sun copied as to the matters actually 
transpiring will show a fair business tran­ 
saction. 
Had it been my intention to 
swindle any one I would probably have 
gone farther from home and adopted an­ 
other name under which to accomplish 
such a scheme. 
The articlo is a sensa­ 
tional one so far as I can see and I refer 
the community to my past life as to my 
integrity and plain dealing with them. 
I have endeavored by hard work and good 
behavior to gain the respect of the people, 
but I find that there are persons who 
seem to delight in the down fall of a 
y oung man and especially of me, who 
have taken'it upon themselves to impress 
upon ’be people that I am any thing but 
what I should be.

ANOTHER EFFORT I N VAI N. 


Parson« » Itefused H ab eas Corpus — N otices 
Serv ed on the Sheriff. 
Chicago , Nov . 11.—The application for a 
writ of habeas corpus made by Attorney 
Moses Salomon on behalf of A. 11. Parsons 
before J udge Tuley, 
was denied by 
the 
judge. 
The grounds on which the writ was 
asked were that tho judg m ent affirmed by 
the supreme court was ag ainst sev en men, 
and not against one. 
That tna prisoner, not 
being in court when the sentence was passed, 
could 
not 
bo 
ex ecuted 
under it; that 
the 
dt ¿ itli 
warrant 
was 
illeg al 
be- 
causs it did not run in the name of the 
people of 
tho state 
of 
Illinois. 
Those 
questions Mr. Salomon argued at length and 
Messrs. Grinnell and Walker opposed. 
The 
court said he had no power or authority to 
correct th * errors of the supreme court; that 
the prisoner was in custody leg ally, and that 
the sheriff's process, if process it m ig ht bo 
culled, was legal. 
The issuance of tho writ, 
under lhe circumstances, 
the judge said, 
would he an abuse. 
Mr. Salomon said he 
would at once notify the sheriff that if he ex ­ 
ecute« ! Parsons et al. he would be held re­ 
sponsible for the act. 
After the announcement of J udg e Tuley’s 
decision Oapt. Black serv ed the following 
notice on the sheriff: 
Siu;—You are hereby notified that the

A PARADE I N PROTEST. 


N ew York Socialists D rap e T heir F« ed F lag s 
and M ake a D em onstration . 
N ew Y ork , Nov . 
11.—Thursday nig ht’s 
parade of Socialists, intended ns a protest 
ag ainst the hang ing of the Chicago Anarch 
ists, 
was a peaceable affair. 
About 5,000 
men turned out. 
Two hundred policemen 
accompanied the procession, 
and the police 
reserv es wore held in readiness at the v arious 
station houses in caso of trouble. The proces­ 
sion 
was 
accompanied 
by three 
bands 
of 
music 
with 
muffled 
drums, 
who 
played 
the 
Marseillaise. 
Many 
red 
flags drape 1 with black were carried. 
The 
line of march was down Broadway to Vesey 
street, and thence through Park row and 
Bowery to Union square, where a m eeting 
was held at which resolutions condemning 
the ex ecution of the condemned men were 
passed. 
Ilcrr Most and other noted Anarch­ 
ists were to hav e spoken at tho meeting, but 
this port of the programme w'as abandoned. 
The police think that if there had been any 
fiery speeches there m ig ht hav e been trouble. 
There were a few black flags carried 
as well 
as red ones, and some transparencies bearing 
such mottoes as: “ Ye Sons of Toil, Awake to 
G lory,” “ Gallows Ag ainst Liberty,” “ Beware 
the Insurrection,” “ Allons, Enfants De La 
l ’atrie,” etc. 
The “ Dead March in Saul” al­ 
ternated with the “ M arseilles” hym n from 
tho bands. 
The police escort did not march 
directly with the procession. 
One detach­ 
ment mov ed through parallel streets, just 
within sig ht, while another followed quite a 
distance behind in Broadway. 
The idea of 
the authorities seemed to be to av oid all ap­ 
pearance of obtruding upon tho paraders. 
The demonstration was distinctiv ely ono of 
silent protest. 
The mournful music and the 
absence of all shouting or disorder produced 
a unique effect. When the procession reached 
the City hall park it formed in tho plaza be­ 
fore the hall and tho mass stood silently for 
awhile until the word was g iv en to mov e on. 
A strong reserv e force of police were distrib­ 
uted in the neighboring basements an 1 cel­ 
lars, and they looked out at the singular 
g athering with curiosity an 1 some apprehen­ 
sion. 
Not tho slig htest disturbance, how­ 
ev er, occurred.

His honor refused the permit, and stated that 
if such a meeting was held the police would 
disperse the crowd.

>y serious difficulties of interpreta- 
As said the Danish naturalist Fab- 
nearly 100 years ago, “ nothing in 
natural history is more abstruse and 
difficult than an accurate description of 
the senses of animals.” 
And this ab­ 
struseness arid difficulty is more keenly 
felt in studying creatures so widely differ­ 
ent from ourselves as the l ee. 
Such an 
insect would seem at first sight to be 
ibout as susceptible to the delieacies of 
touch as an ancient armor sheathed 
might, 
Head, thorax, alxlomen, limbs 
—all are cnshcathcd in chitinous armor. 
The bee has his skeleton outside. 
As ail 
American gentleman once observed in 
my hearing, the main difference between 
an insect and a vertebrate is this, one is 
comj>osed of flesh and bone, the other is 
composed of skin and squash. 
The question is, how can delicate im~ 
pr essjons of touch be transmitted through 
the tough, dense skin so as to affect the 
sensitive “ squash” within? If you w*ill 
examine one of the feelers of the lee you 
will see that the surface is richly supplied 
with hairs. 
It is by means of such sense 
hairs that the bee experiences a sensation 
of touch. Each touch hair is hollow, and 
within it is a protoplasmic filament con­ 
taining, it would seem, the delicate ter­ 
minal threadlet of a nerve. 
A curious 
modification of tin touch hairs is found 
on tho last joint of the antenna. 
They 
are here lx-nt *-harply at right angles so 
as to form rectangular booklets. — Mur­ 
ray's Ha; azine.

“ Do y ou know any thin# alx>ut cliu- 
l.ioiuls?” 
“ No.” 
**I am surprised at the admission. 
Nearly every man thinks he is posted, It 
usually f ills to the lot of the common 
individual to buy diamonds, more or loss, 
in the course of his career, and in that 
experience to gather more misinforma­ 
tion than is disseminated on any other 
subject. 
Some of the misinformation is 
scattered I purjosely , but much of it igno­ 
rantly . 
It is a part of a jeweler's busi­ 
ness to talk well. 
Consequently when­ 
ever he stands behind his counter and a 
customer steps in front of it he feels it 
his duty to fill the customer’s head with 
pleasant impressions about the goods of­ 
fered. 
Of course that is business. 
I do 
not say that there is more willful misrep­ 
resentation alxmt diamonds than alxnit. 
any other goods, hut I do say that the or­ 
dinary jeweler is a mighty poor judge of 
the value of diamonds.'* 
Thus six)ke an importer to a friend the 
other day . 
“There is only one class of men,” the 
proprietor continued, “ whom the trade 
fully trust, and they art» the brokers. 
A 
diamond broker is not merely a man who 
sells, hut one who can sort and appraise. 
Practice is of course necessary in this 
work, but a man must be gifted in that 
direction if he ever hopes for success. In 
New York there are not ten men whose 
judgment about a paper of diamonds is 
conclusive. 
The trade on both sides— 
that is, the importer on one side and the 
manufacturer or retailer on the other— 
rely on these men. 
An importer dcw» s 
not sell to jewelers directly , but alway s 
through the broker. 
When the stones 
arrive the broker sorts them and com­ 
pares them with the invoice. 
That be­ 
ing correct, the broker puts the packages 
in his jxcket and goes out to visit the 
trade, 
lie usually returns with a more 
bulky package than ho takes out, the 
stones having been exchanged for checks, 
notes or bills. 
“ There is a broker now in the other 
room preparing to go out. 
We send for 
him whenever we receive an invoice. He 
gets 1 per cent, on his sales, and he is 
now so well known in the business that 
for working three or four hours a day 
three or four day s in the week he can 
earn about #8,000 a y ear. 
lie adds to 
that income by appraisement and other 
export lalx>r during his leisure. 
Rarely 
has he left this office with less than #15.- 
000 worth of diamonds in his inside 
pocket, and he has carried #75,000 worth 
at a time. 
We never dream of asking 
security from him, and in all his dealings 
every stone has been accounted for. Fre­ 
quently he accommodates friends at the 
price3 which he asks of jewelers, 
lit* 
may be useful to y ou, and y ou can relv 
on what he say s.” 
The broker presently api» eared ready 
for his rounds. 
Nothing alxnit him sug­ 
gested his occupation. 
A pickpocket 
would have passed him by as not worth 
the game. Introductions over, the broker 
did some unbuttoning, and drew from 
a pocket close to his shirt a morocco 
pocket book of perhaps a dozen com­ 
partments. 
The compartments were 
tilled with slips of white paper, which 
the broker took out one at a time with 
habitual caution. 
Some of the packages 
contained single stones, and in some 
there were matched groups, sparkling as 
only diamonds can. 
Another package 
contained an assortment of oblong, amber 
colored fragments, which a housewife 
would have boiled unhesitatingly if they 
had been sent to her for tapioca. 
They 
were uncut diamonds, and worth #1,500. 
The importer s friend selected a pair of 
small brilliants, although 
larger ones 
were laid before him for less money . 
“ You hav e the making of an appraiser 
in y ou,” said the broker. 
“ Almost any 
jeweler would hav e chosen the larger 
pair, .failing to see that the smaller ones 


arc of purer color and greater brilliancy . 
To the ordinary ey e the « fiffereno» in 
quality fa not jx*rceptible, except in r e ­ 
tain kinds of light, when the difference u 
plainly apparent,

them. 
It was several weeks lief ore I 
happen« *] to have a pair that I thought 
wotiId suit him. 
They 
were 
worth 
#1,500. 
lb* admired them, but could 
not « piite make up Ins mind that they 
were what he wanted. 
After thinking 
over it for alx>ut ten day s he decided not 
to take them. 
The next day I went into 
a large store up town. 
V* hil« * showing 
my goo« ls to the diamond buy er my 
friend entered the store. 
I was in the 
office, where he could not see me. 
The 
buy er was sent for to wait on my friend, 
who wanted to buy some stones that 
could b* recominondtxl as first class. 
“ If y ou haven’t any thing to suit him.* 
I said to the buy er, ‘come back to me. I 
think I can tit y ou out. ’ 
“ In a few minutes he came hack. 
I 
gave him the #1,500 pair. 
They filled 
my friend’s ey e completely , 
lie bought 
them for #2,500, and went home de­ 
lighted. 
A few day s later he came to 
me, glowing over his purchase, I stopped 
him liefore lie had said much and turned 
narrator my self. 
I think that l» efore I 
got through he was almost disgusted 
enough to give the diamonds away . 
To 
this day they have not given him a mo­ 
ment’s genuine pleasure. 
Still. #2,500 
was not a high price for them, according 
to the jeweler’s standard. A large jewelry 
establishment is alx>ut ascxixaisive to run 
as a vacht, and gixxl profits lx*como a 
necessity . 
But it would In* hard to com­ 
fort my friend with that reflection, 
lie 
will lx» grudge that extra #1,000 to his 
dy ing day .” —New York Times.

The First G uillotine. 
It is a curious and not generally known 
fact that the tirst guillotine was con­ 
structed, after designs of a recorder at 
Strasburg, by a certain Tobias Schmitz, 
manufacturer of what is today consid­ 
ered another instrument of torture» —the 
piano! 
Until 1872 the guillotine had not 
been much improved. 
It resembled the 
scaffold that is used in America. 
A 
flight of steals led up to the platform, 
which was surrounded by a railing. The 
idea was to * ‘let every body see. ’ ’ 
The 
guillotine was called by criminals the 
Abbay e de Monte a Regret, signify ing 
that it was an abbey which separated 
them from the world and that they 
mounted its stejis with regret. 
Ileinderich, who was the headsman in 
1872, had greatly improved the instru­ 
ment. 
Instead of a monster machine 
that it t« x» k three or four hours to put to­ 
gether, Ileinderich reduced the guillo­ 
tine to its simplest expression and such as 
it is today ; two upright iron beams con­ 
taining two grooves on each inner side, 
one for the “lunette,” or socket, and the 
other for the trapeziform knife; a per­ 
pendicular swinging plank rising to the 
level of the culprit's breast, against which 
he is thrown forward between the two 
beams; at the right of the plank and lean­ 
ing on to a willow basket painted black 
and partly filled with bran, is a board 
over which they slide the body after de­ 
capitation; to the left, two pails of carbon­ 
ated water; in front, a sort of zinc tube 
into which the lteud falls. 
The guillotine was formerly painted in 
red, and the knife so exposed that it was 
the first object seen by the condemned 
man on leaving the prison gate. 
Now it 
is of a pale y ellow color, and the knife is 
concealed.—Paris Cor. The Epoch. 


Urav ery of the Uulgarluim. 
Bulgarians must lx? far and away the 
bravest people in the world, if they have 
earned a quarter of the decorations which 
have lxvu distributed amongst their 
army of lute y ears in such lavish profu­ 
sion. No fewer than 04,000 silver medals 
were dispatched to Sofia from Vienna a 
few months ago, and within the last fort­ 
night an additional order for 00,000 has 
been received, which the Austrian mint 
is now engaged in manufacturing. 
A 
foundry near Buda-Pesth has also deliv­ 
ered 80,000 bronze medals at Sofia. 
The 
Bulgarian troops are as liberally rewareled 
as were the officers and soldiers who took 
part in Lord Wolseley ’s burlesque Egy p­ 
tian campaign of 1882.—London Truth. 


An Old C ontinental B ill. 
Paul Ehret, of Allentown, has a piece 
of paper money that was issued in 17 7 9. 
Its number is 105,001, and it bears the in­ 
scription, “ Value of fifty Spanish milled 
dollars, or an equal sum in gold or silv er, 
according to a resolution passed by con­ 
gress, 14 th J anuary , 17 7 9.” —Chicago 
Herald.

We have it 
from n gentleman who knows something 
of th«* workings am! deliberations of the 
jurors and lives near one of them; and he 
say s that those who own land within the 
district may well congratulate thems« Ives 
that r.o worse body of men wers selected 
for the business. As a matter of course, 
lar d owners think that they can detect 
many errors in judgment, and can see 
where they would have done differently 
had tiny been in their places; but we be­ 
lieve all can rest assured that they did 
tin* best they could under the circumstan­ 
ces; and we don't believe they would 
have done any bitter had there been a 
hundred «*f them instead of a single dozen. 
A correspondent writes us in these 
words on the subject: 
For my part I have borrowed no trouble 
about the matter, as T iik Teleorhap has 
kept us thoroughly posted as to what was 
g« iing on in this drainage buiness; in fact, 
the T elegraph is about the only paper 
iu the county that has shown any inter­ 
est in this matter, which is of such vast 
importance to a large portion of the 
county .
